London. Dec. 29.— The French 
Bteamer Ville de la Ciotat. proceed- 
ing from the Far East for Mar.-eilles 
with many passenger* aboard, has 
been torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
The loss of life among the passengers 
and crew is estimated at eighty, the 
survivors being picked up by a Brit 
iah steamer and taken to Malta. The 
official announcement of the attack 
from Paris says that the vessel was 
sunk without warning, 

Casualties likewise are believed to 
have occurred in the torpedoing of 
the Belgian steamer Ministre Beer- 
naert ; two boatloads of the crew of 
which' are said to be unaccountei 
for. 

The activity of the submarines of 
the Teutonic Allies is further evi 
denced by the fa-t that within the 
last few dfcys they have sent to the

Austria's forthcoming reply to the 
Ancona note will fail to meet the de- 
mands of the United States, and 
Teutonic diplomatic circlea here 
were authoratively represented as 
being prepared for a break in diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
countries. 

Various developments, it was 
agreed, might avoid such an eventu- 
ality, but none of the counter pro- 
posal* which it has been intimated 
the Vienna foreign office might ad- 
vance have been regarded so far 
coming within Secretary Lansing's 
renewal of the demands tor disa- 
vowal, reparation and punishment 
of the submarine cammander who 
sunk the Ancona with the loss of 
more than a dozen American lives. 

Now that the situation, after be- 
ing dormant nearly two weeks, is 
again beginning to take on the 
aspects of a crisis, the status of the 
United States over submarine war- 
fare, against merchantmen, not with 
Austria alone, but with the Teutonic 
powers as allies, is commanding at- 
tention. 

Although Germany has given the 
United States assurances that she 
will conform to the principle of visit j 
and search before attack, the prac- 
tices against which the United 
States to vigorously contended are 
now being carried on by her ally. 
Austria, and it has been charged that 
the Austrian submarines are, in 
some instances, furnished by Ger- 
many and in others are officered and 
manned by the German navy. Such 
a situation, it is pointed out, 
amounts to practically a defeat of 
the submarine negotiations with 
Germany. Furthermore, the im- 
passe in the Lusitania negotiations 
becomes a factor in the situation.

4.') feet long, with 20-foot beam, 
having a deckhouse on one side, in 
which are installed the motor, con- 
trol gear, gearing, etc Resting on tin 
bod of the lake is a five-eighths-inch 
galvanixed steel rope, which pauses 
around a. three-foot hauling drum on 
the Imat, au<l which also constitutes 
the return conductor for the trolley 
circuit The motor drives this drum 
through two belt* and a counter- 
shaft. The positive conductor is an 
ordinary trolley wire of hartl-drawn 
copper stretched between two 80- 
foot lattice masts, one on each aide 
of the lake. Connection between 
the trolley wire and the boat is made 
j hy means of a collector consisting 
•of a single light overrunning wheel 
attached to the raft by a flexible in- 
sulated copper cable, the slack of 
which is tsken up by an ingenious 
arrangement of hanging weights and 
pulleys suspended from loops in the 
rabies.

One of the mom common causae of 
poor quality of butter Is the lack of 
Immediate, thorough cooling of the 
cream after Reparation. The United 
States department of agriculture haa 
made a careful Investigation of con- 
dition* existing on a large number of 
dairy farms where first-class cream Is 
produced, and the data obtained shows 
that. If properly cooled, cream of the 
beat grade can be produced with but 
little extra labor or expense. 

Dairymen In certain parts of New 
England are delivering practically all 
their product to the creameries while 
although the cream Is often 
on the farm from one to four 
1n summer and from one to seren 
In winter. After it reaches the 
aery It Is pasteurized and shipped 
• dlatanoe of from SO to SOO miles. 
It Is sold In the form of sweet 
. These results are accomplished 
toy the liberal uae of Ice. nearly every 
having stored large quantities 
winter for nee In cooling milk 
roam the following summer 
dairymen realise the Import- 
of the use of Ice and provide 
the— lalvpw with a suitable supply. 
yfcl bare followed this practice for 
several years, and most of them hare 
provided a convenient source of sup 
ply. suitable houses for storing, and 
tee-water tanks for the immediate 
oooltng of the milk or cream 

Home creameries accept any kind of 
-cream without regard to Its condition 
w%eo delivered, and pay the 
prlc* Cor All grsdds of cream. In 
dairy nectlons noted for the high qual 
,*ty of butter produced, the operator, 
of creameries have found that In order 
to get the highest market price for 
«beir butter It ia necessary to demand 
a good, clean, raw product, and they 
are now grading all cream and paying 
on a quality basis. As a result the 
producers are studying the situation 
more closely, as they realize that they 
ttUHt provide better facilities In caring 
for their product. Many creamery 
patrons who deliver aweet cream ob- 
ject to haviug it mixed with cream of 
Inferior grades, so tliey find It to their 
advantage to deliver the product In 
Individual cana. 

' During the summer months it is sel- 
dom possible to tiiid ordinary well 
which will cool milk and crewm 
to as low a temperature as 50

Ice water tanks varied from $5 to $20, 
depending on the size and whether 
the tank was made or wan purchased 
from some supply houso There are 
few farmers who cannot afford to pro- 
vide themselves with some form of 
Ice-water tank which will conform to 
their own Ideas and the local condi- 
tions 

A great many different styles of 
tanks are !n use. Figure 1 shows a 
type of Ice-water tank which hat 
proved satisfactory. This style has 
double wooden walls and Is lined with 
galvanited Iron. It Is also provided 
with two air spaces and two covers. 
With a little time, labor, and expense 
such a tank can be made on almost 
any farm. A can of cream placed In 
Ice water In such a tank will remain 
aweet for several days Many less ex- 
pensive tanks were found In use that 
gave dealred results

PLAN FOR CUTTING FIREWOOD 

Farm*»r Often Cuts Out Very Bo»t of 
MVM Poor#l 
Tree. fir*. 



Some farmer, are very reckleee In 
the manner in which they cut thelt 
timber (or firewood. Often tbe very 
beet of the ttmeer is cut and the poor- 
est left In the wood*. Thla la a mis- 
take, and the farmer ahould follow 
a well-laid plan when getting up wood 
for winter use. 

He should seek all dead timber first 
There will be a great many tree* that 
have been broken by the storms aud 
their dead limb, will be on the ground. 
Some tree, will have been blown down 
or will have fallen on account of de- 
cay. All the fallen timber should be 
gathered up first. This gives the wood 
pasture a neat appearance and save, 
the cutting of a lot of the good timber. 
Then every dead tree should be taken 
out. 

If enough dead timber canuot be Be- 
sured for firewood, then the green 
must be cut. Here a person should 
exercise good Judgment. AH youug 
trees should be left, for they will grow 
Into larga ones after a while. It is true 
they are more easily chopped down 
and more quickly chopped Into wood, 
but a man who pursues this policy U 
robbtng himself of firewood for the 
future. Then all straight tall tree, 
that are lit for posts should be left

FEDERAL AID FOR HIGHWAYS 



Public Sentiment I. Strong for Law to 
Authorize Government Help In 
Road Improvement. 

Public sentiment throughout the 
United Stales la overwhelmingly In fa- 
vor of federal aid In highway Improve 
went, as shown In the report recently 
made to congress by the Joint commit 
tee on federal aid. It Is i. > longer n 
question of the desirability of a na- 
tional law providing for such govern- 
mental help in creating a national sy» 
tern of good roads, nor of the const it u- 
tlonallty of such an act, bat of de- 
ciding upon s measure the provlm mi 
of which shall be framed a» carefully 
that when enacted Into law it will be 
so equitable and effective that It will 
remain practically unchanged r 
many year, and be a credit to the 
congress that enacts It 

In Its report the committee gives 
many reasons for recommending ns 
tlonal participation in the good roai .* 
movement and clearly Indicate* that 





for Paving

no doubt exists In the minds of the 
members that a federal aid law soon 
will be paseed. although members did 
not agree upon any particular plaa or 
Mil to be presented to congress. 

aid 1. Justified not only be- 
paat methods, including state 
participation in road building, have 
proved inadequate, but because tbe ac- 
tivity of the government would em- 
phasize tbe importance of better road., 
establish higher standards, and to 
some extent ahift the burden of ex- 
pense from tbe rural resident to the 
city d waller. 

Although unrfer federal aid city resi- 
dent, would contribute two-thirds of 
the money to be expended, and all 
would be apent on rural roads outside 
ot Incorporated cities and villages, uo 
opposition has been heard to It cn 
tbe ground that it would place an un- 
just burden on the city resident, who. 
while only indirectly benefited, appre- 
ciates the value of good road, to tho 
community and tho benefits that al' 
will enjoy. 



WORK OF MAINTAINING ROADS 



People in Many States Spending Much 
Money for Improvement, but 
Overlook Needed Care. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the Importance of maintenance la con- 
nection with tho work of improving 
the roads. The people in nearly all 
the states are filled with enthusiasm 
for road Improvement and are spend- 
ing enormous sums of money In the 
construction of superb roads; and yet 
almost without exception they are 
making little provision to care for the 
roads after they are built. This ia 
true not only la tha various counties, 
but under many of our Mate highway 
departments. 

To maintain the road* m good con- 
dition year after year requires a con- 
siderable annual outlay, but this out- 
lay I. infinitely lea. than the loss which 
muet tall upon the people eventually 
it they allow their road, to go to utter 
ruin. The thing for all advocates of 
good road, to do ia to urge continuous, 
systematic maintenance and the ael- 
tlng aside every year ot an amount per 
mile estimated by the engineer In 
charge to be sufficient for the proper 
maintenance of the road — a oovree 
which moat make for economy and

rial Care Should Be Given 
Fowls During Cold Weather 
to Obtain Best Results. 



Jit Obt»!u good raaulU trorn a tl ick 
[of pou.try during the win er til 
houses and coops should be put in 
good condition, only healthy fowls 
in the buildings, and good 
IvVn to the poultry. The hous- 
r should be thoroughly cleaned, dis- 
sected, and made, tight fqr ainter. 
-the house has a dirt floor, it ia 
rail to remove 3 or 4 inches from 
i top and substitute fresh gravel 
sand. If the floor is cement or 
wood, remove all litter and Wtt and 
pot in 4 or 5 inches of fresh straw or 
litter, fie sure the house is tight on 
thrae sides and that there ia no 
chance for a draft to, strike the hens. 
If henroosts are placed ins draft 
during the fall and winter, colds are 
aure to develop, which may result 
in roup and other trouble'. The 
aouth side, or front, of* the poultry 
house may 
open, but should 

that the openings may be closed 
gradually as tha weather becomes 
cold. Have muslin curtains in the 
front of the house, or' leave a win 
dow partly open evejj on the oldest 
nights to allow some ventilation io 
the house. Fowls will stand consid- 
erable cold air previded It- is dry, 
and ventilation wi I keep the air 
thoroughly dry in the house. 

The pullets should be brought in 
off the range and put in winter 
quarters, but before they are mixed 
with the older fowls be sure the bens 
•re branded or that the web of the 

at 



foot is punched In . jtne way to is to 

distinguish between the pullets and 
the hens. In this way the older 
s'ock msy be called out wherever it 
appears desirable, and the y iing 
heos kept for further iayi)g. Cml 
the chlckf n» which are brought into 
the laying bouse carefully, hi d fat- 
ten and market all chr<»"a which 
are small, pooily developed, or in 
poor condition. The small, or poor- 
ly developed chickens are are apt to 
catch cold if put io with the other 
poultry, and develop disease which 
quickly spreads through the flock. 
Market ell surplus cockerels of older 
male birds which are not deaired for 
breeding or not wanted for a later 
market. 

Feed grain in a deep litter on the 
floor and make the hens exercise for 
all of their grain. The mash may be 
fed either wet or dry. and should be 
so' regulated that the. fowls will get 

about equal parts of the mish and-' peered, torn ,ve any sick tirds from 



which the fowls have bee n securing 

in (he fields; and beef sc*np, skim 
milk, cut green bon», or s m» eiml- 
lar feed Is n»eded to replace it e 
hugs which the fowie have been ge.- 
ting on the range. Beef scrap or 
feed of this nature is very essential 
in securing a good supply of eggs 
during the winte • months. 

Clean the dropping boards at least 
once a week, and spray the roosts 
with kerosene or some commercial 
preparation for killi g mites once a 
month during the win'e \ Have a 
good bu^v'T of semi >»r ry dirt on 
hand to uae on the dropping l> sMs 
during tha winter. 

If any of the birds devtlop c Id*, 
put aa much potassium permanga- 
nate aa will remain on the surface of 
a dime into a gal on of water and 
keep this mixture in their drinking 
water for several days, or until the 
symptoms of the t colds have disap-

ARE INDICTED 

Fight men, including a congress- 
I man, a former congressm in ami a 
, former attorney-general of Ohio 
I were indicted by a federal grand 
jury in New York on a charge of 
, conspiring io foment strikes in Amer- 
ican munitions factories as a part of 
a campaign, financed by th* German 
government, to check the exporta- 
tion of munitions to th«; entente al 
lies. 

The men indicted were Congress- 
man Frank Buchanan, of Illinois, 
former Congressman H. Robert Fow- 
ler, of Illinois, Frank S. Monnett, 
former attorney general of Ohio; H. 
B Martin, Herman Schulteie, Franz 
von Rintelen. David Lamar and 
Jacob C. Taylor. All of the men ex- 
cept von Rintelen and Lamar are of- 
ficers or former officers of labor'a 
national peace council. The gov 
ernment charges that this organiza- 
tion was financed by Franz von Rin- 
telen. a German agent, to instigate 
strikes in munition plants, while os- 
tensibly working in the interest of 
the international peace. 

Compulsory Enrollment Urged. 

Washington, Dec. 29.— Compul- 
sory enrollment for military service 
of all young men of the age of 18 is 
urged in resolutions passed by the 
executive committee of the Army 
League of the United States. Con- 
gress is urged to provide also that 
unless a sufficient number of the en 
rolled men volunteer for service to 
build tp a forea of 500,000 in three 
years, the full quota be obtained by 
conscription. 

In a statement accompanying the 
resolutions. Gen. Rob rt Shaw 
Oliver, president of the Army 
League, and former sstistant secre- 
tary of war, declares thst "the 
Army League of the United States 
haa decided that universal military 
training of men 18 to 21 years is the 
ooly true solution as to the method 
of raising a force of citizen soldiers 
other than the organ zed militia." 

Members of the organized militia 
would be exempt from service in 
this citizen soldiery.

Man Killed 
Asks $3,000 as 

R. A. Cook, administrator of Har- 
ry Thomas, deed., haa filed suit 
against the I. C. Railroad company 
for $3,000 damagea, alleging negli- 
gence in the killing of said Thomaa 
at Green's crossing on Oct 28, 1916. 
The suit waa filed by Breathitt, Al- 
lensworth & Breathitt, attorneys.

NO MOVE ON SALONIKI 

German Dispatch Says Battle 
Has Been On in Bessarabia 
Several Days. 

London. Dae. 29.— While th*reH 
been considerable renewal of activi- 
ty at several points in both the East- 
ern and Western fronts in the past 
twenty-four hours, the situation in 
the Balkans has the most peaceful 
appearance in weeks. Dispatches 
from both Germanic and entente 
sources agree that the probability of 
an A ustro German-Bulgarian offens- 
ive against Saloniki is disappearing 
with the withdrawal of the Bulga- 
rian frontier guards to purely de- 
fensive positions, well behind the 
Greek frontier. 

On the Western front the German 
official communication -admits a 
French advance on Hirzstein but 
gives no details. There also has 
been further activities in the Vosges 
district with intense artillery fi«ht- 
ing along the whole front of Hart- 
mans Wellerkopf. 

Vienna reports the Russians at- 
tacking fiercely on the Dniester and 
in Bessarabia. The Austrian com- 
mun cat on speaks of the Russians 
advancing in serried lines, fifteen or 
sixteen deep, which the artillery 
broke up, with huge Russian losses 
A dispatch from a German source 
says: "A terrible battle has been go- 
ing on since Friday in Bessarabia." 

The German campaign in the near 
east and beyond, according to tele- 
grams, is to be pushed with the ut- 
most vigor and energy. Field Marsh- 
al von Mackensen is reported to be 
the leader selected for the new thea- 
tre of operations and the invasion of 
Egypt is said to be his immediate 
object. Numbers of trains are re- 
ported to be conveying ammunition 
and guns to Constantinople and oth 
er preparations are being pushed on 
a big scale. 

From many isolated fronts come 
reports of preparations for spring 
campaigns, either in the form of a 
change in the location of large bod 
ies of troops or in the building of 
fortifications. Along the Dvinsk and 
Bug lines the Germans are said to be 
constructing collossal fortifications, 
equipped with heavy artillery and 
machine guns and automatic rifles 
supplied in unlimited quantities. 

The Bulgarians are reported to be 
busy entrenching their armies well 
back of the Grecian frontier, while 
equipment continues to arrive for 
the French and British at Saloniki, 
which in the report of Gen. Caste I- 
nau is considered by its defenders 
impregnable. 

A change is sJbo noted in the Turk- 
ish dispositions at the Dardanelles, 
where the defenders of Gallipoli are 
in possession of heavier siege guns, 
which have beegja^ter served since 
the Austro-Germans opened the road 
to Constantinople. 

It is understood that the British 
authorities are making every possi 
ble preparation adequately to defend 
the Suez canal and their Egyptian 
positions.

Lansing, ^Jich., Dec. 29. — Peti- 
tions to place the name of U. S. Sen- 
ator William Alden Smith, of Grand 
Rapids, on the presidential primary 
ballot as Michigan's candidate for 
the republican nomination for presi- 
dent, were tiltd in the secietary of 
state's office Monday. The Smith 
petitions are the first filed in Mich- 
igan in behalf of any 
presidential candidate.

eoatern Pennsylvania, southeastern 
New Vnrk. parta of Connecticut and 
New ,r«rser. A went surrey of the 
lnfe«t -d ureas In Iowa. Wiaronefn. nil- 
ao!s and Michigan, by government 
entomologist*, together with reports 
received from the other Infested 
states, estimates the damage to be 
more than $12,000,WO. 

This partlralar species of the white 
grub which Is so deatrnctlve la this 
section has a three year life cycle and, 
unle"» eontrr>j[ed, will do some dam.' 
age In two years and will again he 
highly destructive to corn, timothy, 
potatoes and strawberries In this re- 
gion in ihree years. 

In view of these facta the entomol- 
ogists especially urge farmers In that 
region to begin to apply these meas- 
ures this tall. The measures are of 
three kinds: 

m Killing the grubs hatched in 
the ground by plowing and disking In 
the fall. 

(2) Destroying the May beetle* 
while In flight. 

(3) RotaUona of crops which will 
prevent the planting of corn In the 
third year after a crop of timothy, 
small grain, or on weed-covered land. 

This rotation is recommended be- 
carr* the Mav beetles in two years 
will lay th*.ir eggs In such land;, and 
the resulting white grubs unless con- 
trolled will be particularly destructive 
to corn or the other crops, the roots 
of which they will attack during the 
following summer. 

Fall plowing next summer and fall 
(1916) will be especially affective In 
destroying grubs of the 1914 or de- 
structive flight and should be univer- 
sally practiced la the grub-infested 
districts. 

Try to get chickens to follow plow, 
harrow and cultivator to reduce grubs 
and other obnoxious insects.

,Pth- |»*ad occurred only In the turkey. I on- 
tinned observation soon made It clear, 
however, that fowls also might have 
the disease, and It is now a well es- 
tabllshed fact that not only fowl, but 
practically all domestic poultry are 
susceptible; and. although they are 
much more resistant than turkeys, 
they freqaently die of blackhead. The 
same organism has been found In 
gnlnea fowl, ducks, pheasants, quail, 
grouse, pigeons and sparrows. Rut 
the chief danger from such general 
occurrence of the disease in a mild 
n Ilea In the fact that where there 
are domestic poultry the grounds are 
necessarily contaminated with the 
causative organism, and thus rendered 
unsuitable for raising turkey 1 *. For 
this reason it J» never safe to allow 
turkeys and oUier poultry to use the 
same yards. The occurrence of the dis- 
ease In wild birds such aa the qnail. 
grouse and in several varieties of spar- 
rows, adda to the varied poealbiiltlea, 
for infection, 

As a general things, the poultryman 
will do better to study methods of 
prevention than to waste his money 
on so-called "remedies" and "cures" 
for blackhead. Treatment should be, 
rn the main, limited to auch birds aa 
are of special value, and the poultry- 
man shauld devote his attention to se- 
curing conditions which are calculated 
to prevent the disease In bis flocks as 
a whole. 

pejgnrding such preventive measursa 
the following, though simple, may be 
recommended: (1) Protect the yards 
and flocks which may have the good 
fortune to be uninfected with black- 
head hy a careful examination of all 
new stock, whether turkeys, fowls, 
genee or other domestic birds. (2) 
Keep the turkeys on grounds which 
are aa fresh aa can be obtained. 
Change the range at least every year 
or two, and, above all, keep them 
isolated from fowl and other poultry, 
(t) Keep every turkey In tht flock 
under frequent observation in order 
to separate, and at once isolate, any 
bird which gives evidence of the dia- 
ease. To facilitate such observations 
it is of the greatest help to legband 
every bird, and to record its weight 
from time to time. This procedure 
may bo looked upon by the average 
poultryman as difficult and Imprac- 
ticable. (4) If It la known that black 
head is present In any of the poultry 
the yards should be kept as free as 
possible from English sparrows, and
